Free Sta'e has ratified the txlrac'ition 
treaty between that country and the 
United Statea recenily negotiated and 
has returned the docamcn] to Waghin);- 
ton, where it awalta tbe action of tbe 
Senate. It naa this contention, together 
with a similar one negotiated wilhthe Ar- 
gentine Republic that made an issue be- 
tween President Cleveland and tbe Sen- 
ate,reaultingin the ahelvmeof both treat- 
ies. As submitted to the bi'nate bv 
President Cleveland ihe treaties con- 
tained clauses permitting an American 
citizen to be surrendered under extradi- 
tion to the letral authorities uf tbe Ar- 
gentine Republic or of tbe Orange Free 
State, and, vice versa, the United States 
might reclaim from each of those coun- 
tries a native who had escaoed from tbe 
Uiiitto* States alter commission of a 
crime.

extraditloD prrceedmgs and cut them 
out of the treaties before amendments.

Rushing Work With All Speed. 


Washington, Die. 28. 
Reports re- 


ceived at the Navy Department Indicate 
that the British government Is pushing 
the work of modernizing the great forti- 
fications at tbe Hack ot Uibraltar with 
all speed and no less than 5 000 Spanish 
worklngmen pass daily over tbe lines to 
and from their work on tbe fortifica- 
tions. A large number of the heaviest 
pieces o( artillery are being put in place, 
a great dock is under construction and 
the plan of defense permits of the abso- 
lute protection of a vast British fleet un- 
der the guns of tbe fortres*. 
Contrary 


to tbe policy pursued In some other Brit- 
ish fortifications the soldiers in charge 
made DO objection to an examination of 
the work by American naval officers and 
sailora.
